In the meantime....caveats: 

1.) Beware of worn dial "tapes"! The yellow-green fiberglass one that 
is like a 16mm film. Some radio operators liked to scan back and forth, 
back and forth over a narrow range (nervous habit on watch?) It wears the 
sprocket 
holes oblong! New dial tapes are now non-existant!!! 

2.)There are a couple of '‘'cogged drive belts' that are in the dial 
drive 
mechinism that like to dry rot. I understand that you can get a replacement 
belt WIDER than the original that must be cut VERY CAREFULLY with a sharp 


razor knife so that it will fit the receiver. 

3.) 7788 RF tubes have gotten VERY expensive and rare. 

4.) Make sure your has at least one plug-in Collins mechanical filter. 
There is a socket empty for a CW filter. This was an option, so may not be in 
every 3010. 

5.) The 3010C was the BEST of the bunch. 


THis receiver was written up in a past issue of Electric Radio. Every 
Lykes ship used to have one. (Most are in India now where the ships were 
scrapped a couple of years ago!)

I don't think I'll enter this particular debate even though I 
have/had several Hammars, Hallis, etc...... But the above 

comment applies to Hallis as well. The one thing that gripes 

me about a lot of the designs is that with the 2-dial system, 

even though you have a nice bandspread dial for the ham bands, 

You still hafta know with pretty good accuracy where to set the 
main dial. And darned few mfrs included or made provisions for 
including a xtal calibrator in their sets! I wonder how much the 
mfrs listened to the end users. When you look back in QST, for example, 
there were frequent articles about external freq standards and 
staying in the band, yet - as I said - how many receivers had built 
in calibrators? 


How many sets even had a good logging scale? One thing about the 
SP-600 is that even though the 2 dials are geared together, you 
at least can log the dial setting accurately once you locate the 
right frequency. The SX-28 has a scale around the main tuning 
knob so it is easy to set the ham band edge (once you find it). 


My first set was a S-38C. I wonder now how the heck I ever used it! 
Of course, back then we were xtal controlled xmit.

That scanning back and forth over a narrow range was done on purpose. 
Unlike MF, with its single calling freq'y (500 kc), HF maritime CW was 
spread out over small segments in 4, 6, 8, 12, 16, and 22 MHz. Shore 
stations were given fixed freq'ys in each of the above, while ships were 
allowed to vary their xmit freq'ys within a calling band in each of the 
above. Thus, shore operators would have to go fishing for calls, scanning 
through the ship calling segment. Back and forth, back and forth, 

back and forth, over 20 kc or so, listening for someone that might 

be calling them. The ships of course, were doing the same thing - 

tuning back and forth listening for a shore station that wasn't

So, any revr with its tuning mechanism worn only over a small range 
surely saw lots of sea (or shore) duty. 


Oh, when I went to work at NMO in '77, they had Collins 651-S1 rcevrs 
(digital readout) with an auto-scan function - no need for any 

dial twisting. (During nighttime hours, one op was given 4 and 6 
megs, the second op had 8 and 12; daylight hours, 8 and 12, and 16 
and 22. Imagine scanning 8 megs in your left ear, and 12 megs in 
your right, for example!)

( btw, i do exclude the SPs from the "cheezy" category ) 


The FBIS used both receivers, and this xwas* an intelligence type operation 
too. i asked Jim Barrows W7BCT to compare the 2 and he had no strong 

better / worse opinion, but he did seem to say one had a dial lock and he 
did like that feature. ( i don't know the sx-28, that sound right? ) 

and further into the intellligence angle, the SX-28 was chosen to be built ] 
into the desk cabinet system with McLaughlin Demodulator ( an SSB 

adaptor ), the whole setup classifed and known as the MSR-202. so it 
probably wasn't that one was way better than the other, except for the 
wider frequency range of the SPs. 

this MSR-202 as i gather was a specialized tool for listening to enemy 
broadcast propaganda, and probably chiefly Japanese, for prisoner lists 

and such, and maybe evidence to hang the broadcast traitors with. 

you know, i've not seen any sign that McLaughlin equipment survives. 

what a pity. certainly, not any of the MSR-202, or we would already have 
photos of it.

One of my more treasured memories is of a visit to KFS in the early 70s. 
KFS is now the key station in the Globe Wireless chain of stations but then 
it was a coast station for ITT where real radiomen used real radios to 
listen for other real radiomen. 


Anyway, the 3010C was in service there and the memory of which I speak 
involves three of ‘em stacked, their tuning knobs replaced with toothed 
cogs. These were engaged by rubber drive belts that led eventually down the 
front of the rack to a single tuning knob. With this arrangement and two of 
the three receivers wired to opposide sides of his headset the operator 
could scan two bands at once. Fortunately I took a picture of the operator, 
complete with a real radioman's green eyeshade, doing just that. 


‘Course I must admit there are real radiomen at KFS (and the other remaining 
coast stations) still today. Perhaps their receivers scan electronically 
but they are monitoring multiple receivers at multiple remote sites using 
multiple call signs! It must be a regular one man band keeping track of 
which station you're listening to and which transmitter and call sign you're 
using but they do it.

I have an HQ-215 myself and consider the dial to be the WORST feature 
of an otherwise good receiver. The dial is a big horizontal ring 
mounted on the shaft of the small vertical tuning capacitor, with no 
other support! Any mechanical vibration that jiggles the dial is 
transmitted from the big ring to the skinny shaft. This is clearly a 
great torque multiplier, and the capacitor deforms slightly under the 
stress, causing a small frequency glych. If a real mechanical 
engineer (e.g., James Millen) had been working at Hammarlund when the 
HQ-215 was being designed, this would never have happened. The HQ-215 
is essentially a transistorized (and hence cool running) clone of the 
Collins 75S3-C, so its electrical stability is outstanding but its 
mechanical stability is so poor that you could never use it mobile.
